It anticipated that the yield of 
the personal income tax will be

because of increasing incomes. The 
yield of the corporation income tax 
will probably decline somewhat as 
in the current fiscal year we moved 
forward the time of payment and 
consequently received somewhat 
more than one year’s taxes 

The yield of the excess profits 
tax is expected to be substantially 
higher, both because of the higher 
rates enacted last year will be in 
effect for a full year and because 
profits before tax are apparently 
continuing to rise.

IMPORTANT MEASURE | 


The first and most important 
measure I wish to propose is that 
foreshadowed in the speech from 
the throne—the placing of our per- 
sonal income tax on a pay-as-we- 
earn basis 

1 am proposing that beginning 
this year, 1943, the income tax cur- 
rently collected at the source or 
paid in quarterly instalments, shall 
apply in respect of the tax to be 
assessed on the income of this cur- 
rent year, 1943. If parliament sees 
fit to put this proposal into effect, 
we shall then be on a fully current 
income tax basis 

Under this plan, when a mans 
income falls off, his tax falls off 
with it; when his income rises, his 
tax rises with it 


The difficulties in the present 
system are most serious in the 
case of those whose incomes 
cease or decline severely be- 
cause they enter the armed 
forces, lose their jobs, retire or 
die.... 

For example, a young 
man who has earned $40 a 
during 1942 who wished to join the 
Air Force at the beginning of this 


year had to face the necessity of 
paying income tax of $282 on his 


civilian income of last year out of 
his much lower service pay this 
year. Again, if a professional man 
earning, say, $5,000 a year, should 
die and leave behind a wife and 
two children, they would be liable 
for perhaps $831 of income taxes

OTHER ADVANTAGES 

There are other substantial ad- 
vantages of a pay-as-we-earn plan 
It enables us to make more ef- 
fective use of collection at the 


source from earnings and to avoid 
many refunds and adjustments that 
Sec 
ondly, it will make it possible in 
future to adjust our income 
rates and collections more promptly 
when changes in economic or other 
circumstances make such adjust- 
ments desirable. In this way it will 
make the income tax a better in 
strument of fiscal policy in helping 
to maintain full employment. 


Under this new plan, all the 
deductions of tax made at the 
source during 1943 will apply in 
respect of the tax on 1943 in- 
comes, Those who pay in quar- 
terly instalments will pay such 
instalments in March, June, Sen- 
tember and December of this 
vear in respect of this year’s in- 
come. These instalment pay- 
ments will be based upon an esti- 
mated income and tax for this 
year, with safeguarding to be 
provided against under-estimates. 

In both cases, the correct amount 
of income will be determined at 
the end of the year and a final re- 
turn will be filed on or before 
March 31, 1944, together with any 
amount required to make up the 
the difference between the total 
deductions or instalment payments 
and the actual tax. If the taxpayer 
finds he has had too much deducted 
or has paid too much, he will claim 
a refund on his tax return, 


95 PER CENT OF TOTAL 


In making tax deductions at the 
source from salaries and wages, we 
shall aim at collecting up to 95 per 


tax 


cent of the total tax liability 
rather than 90 per cent as we did 
in the deduction tables for last 
year, 


I wish to make it quite clear that 


the new plan will require us to 
bring into effect as soon as pos- 
sible the higher rates of tax de- 


ductions which would have gone 
into effect next September 

During 1942, we collected national 
defence tax for eight months. This 
counted toward the total tax on the 
income of 1942. The tax deduc- 
tions that we put into effect 
September, and which are in effect 
now, were, therefore, made high 
enough to collect only the remain 
der of 90 per cent of the tax for 
1942, that is, 90 per cent of the 
total tax less the amount already 
paid as national.defence tax 

Now it is proposed to collect 
the 1943 tax on which we have 
paid nothing by means of na- 
tional defence tax in the past. 
Consequently, our deductions 
must be somewhat higher even 
though the tax rates themselves 
have not been altered. 

Let me assure all taxpayers, how- 
ever, that they will receive full 
credit against 1942 taxes for what 
they paid as national defence tax 
in 1942. It will be no longer re- 
flected in lower deductions from 
pay, but it will be credited toward 
the 1942 tax—and in some cases 
there will be some left over to be 
refunded or carried as a credit 
against fullive taxes 


START IN APRIL

other special measure to assist 
them in overcoming the extreme 
variation in income to which they 
are frequently subject because of 
weather and other changes. 


Last year, the house approved a 
change in the income tax law en 
abling any business to carry for 


ward a loss suffered in 1942 or any 
later year as a charge against 
profits in the following year. We 
propose now to enable a loss to be 
carried forward two years in the 
case of farmers—so that if a farm 
er suffered loss during 1942 he can 
charge that against the income from 
his farm during either 1943. or 
1944 


ADJUSTMENTS REQUIRED 


In order to make the change to a 
complete pay-as-we-earn system of 
taxation on the income of 1943 and 
subsequent years, it is necessary lo 
make some adjustments of the tax 
on 1942 income. If this is not done 
we should have to pay a large part 


of the 1942 tax as well as the 1943 
tax during this vear 1943 
Fortunately we are in a better 


position to make this transition in 
respect of 1942 incomes in Canada 
than we would be in respect of any 
other year. We had already col 
lected during 1942 eight months of 


national defence tax deductions 
from salaries and wages and four 
months of deductions on the new 


scale introduced last September 


As a consequence, those whose 
1942 income consisted of salaries 
and wages had already paid a 
substantial part of their total tax 
by the end of the year. This 
proportion varies from about 33 
per cent in case of fairly high in- 
comes up to more than 100 per 
cent in the case of some lower 
incomes, .*. . 

Let me give you a few examples 
to show where various types of per- 


sons stood at the end of 1942 in 
regard to the payment of their 
tax 

A single person @arning $30 4a 
week through the year will have 
had $2.10 a week of national de 
fence tax deducted for each of 35 
weeks—and then $5.37 a week fov

Conse 
quently, he had paid during 1942 a 
total of $164.79 against his total tax 
liability of $391.20. That is to say 
he was 42 per cent paid up 


FOR MARRIED MAN 


A married man with two children 
earning $200 a month will have had 


eight months national defence tax 
deduction of $6.66 deducted. In the 


four months he will have had 
four monthl deductions of $24.87 
if he is liable for the refundable 
portion of the tax. Consequently 
he will have paid a total of $152.76 
out of his total 1942 tax of $390.80 
that is 39 per cent 

If this man had paid, say, life 
insurance premiums of more than 
$195.40 during 1942, his monthly 
tax deductions from September 
to December would have been 
$10.21, and consequently he would 
have paid a total for the year of 
$94.12, This would be 48 per 
cent of the tax for which he is 
liable on his 1942 income—bear- 
ing in mind that he is not re- 
quired to pay the refundable 
portion... .. 

The case is somewhat different 
for those whose incomes are not 
made up very largely of wages and 
salaries. They are required to pay | 
thelr tax in four quarterly instal 
ments, based upon an estimate of 
their income for 1942. The first of 
these instalments was payable on 
or before Oct, 15 and the second on 
or before Jan. 15 of this year, Con 
sequently, such persons had paid 
roughly half their taxes by the 
middle of January except to the

HOW PROPOSALS WORK 


I will also give you a few ex 
amples now to illustrate how the 
proposals work out.

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Another Record Budget 


There were not many surprises in the 
budget brought down by Mr. Isley at Ot- 
tawa last night. Such as were included are 
mainly not of the kind that either the Min- 
ister or the public would wish. In general 
the budget conforms closely to the stan- 
dard wartime pattern, the basic idea being 
—as it must be—to obtain the maximum 
amount of money from the most available 
sources and by the most convenient means, 
Increased postage and higher tax rates 
here and there cannot arouse enthusiasm, 
but they are in line with what had to be 
expected, and if they are unwelcome they 
carry the convincing proof that Canadians 
are putting themselves into the war in 
earnest, 

One feature which will arouse very 
positive satisfaction is the decision to 
adopt a modified Rum] plan in the collec- 
tion of income taxation, This, it is said, 
will go 95 per cent of the way toward a 
pay-as-we-go basis. The change will bring 
this item of tax collection into line with 
the collection of other taxes. Governments 
do not often gather in tax-money months 
after it is due. Usually taxes are demand- 
ed in advance, or concurrently with the 
service rendered. War financing will be 
the more successful, and present the fewer 
worries for all concerned, the nearer this 
principle can be applied. 


Quebec Steps Out 


A bill to make education compulsory is 
to be introduced in the Quebec legislature, 
sponsored by the Government. It will 
provide that children from 6 to 14 years of 
age must go to school. The Speech from 
the Throne also forecasts legislation to 
create a provincial system of health in- 
surance, and suggests that an economics 
council may be set up to make plans for 
the post-war period. 

The lack of a compulsory school at- 
tendance law is an instance in which Que- 
bee has lagged behind the other provinces 
in the development of social and living con- 
ditions. The Speech is a promise that it 
intends to catch up, in this and some other 
respects.

At the Cross-Roads 


Persistent reports have been g 
from Stockholm that Finland would like to 
make peace with Russia, and thus with the 
Allies. Some support is given these re- 
ports by the statement of Mr. Sumner 
Welles at Washington that the Govern- 
ment there hopes Finland will soon dis- 
continue its co-operation with the Axis 
A good deal more than is said can be read 
into this statement by the U.S. under- 
Secretary of state. 

The Finns are fighting for themselves, 
not from love of Hitler. Their primary aim 
is to get back the territory taken from 
them by Russia in preparation to resist 
Hitler's foreseen attack. There has been 
no indication that Moscow is ready to hand 
back this territory as a bid for peace. But 
the Finns have small prospect of gaining 
that or anything else by continuing to 
fight, and perhaps think it better to quit 
with what they have than risk losing more. 

A recent Stockholm despatch said the 
problem at Helsinki is how to get negotia- 
tions under way, the authorities there re- 
fusing to take the initiative by asking for 
terms. Since Moscow is not likely to make 
advances, Finland’s future seems to hinge 
on the willingness of the other Allies to 
Start escape proceedings on behalf of th« 
little state. To do this they might have to 
throw an army into Finland to protect 
its people from the vengeance of the Nazi 
garrisons which have been planted there 
to keep them in line.

And only if 
means are found or created by which 
tanks, guns and planes can be got to the 
Chinese forces, not in units but in hun- 
dreds, and this without loss of time. 

The Japanese understand quite as well 
as we do that Chinese airfields are spring- 
boards from which Japan's munition cen- 
tres and ports can be devastated by air 
bombing. They do not intend that to hap- 
pen. If they can crush Chinese resist- 
ance that road*to Tokyo will be closed. 
And they have a good chance to succeed 
if the Chinese armies do not get the muni- 
tions they need. It is up to China's allies 
to deliver the tools.

Total passengers carried for the 
first two months of 1943 were 1,433,- 

301 in excess of the number carried 


for the same two months of 1942 
representing an increase of 42.31 


per cent.
